Annual Meeting — Election of 
Officers — Vaudeville Show 


North Elevated to Office 


of Illustrious Potentate

Those 
who have never seen the work should 
make an effort to do so, as this new and 
unique manner of the exemplification of 
the Shrine ritual is something long to 
be remembered. 

Nobles Shackford and Yarlotte, the 
Stewards of Aleppo Temple, with the 
aid of their assistants, were kept ex- 
ceedingly busy between 5 and 7 o’clock 
serving the buffet dinner to the four 
thousand Nobles present. 

From 6:15 to 6:45 P. M., the Shrine 
Band, under the direction of Noble Wal- 
ter Smith, gave a concert in the Grand 
Hall, assisted by the Aleppo Temple 
Chanters, under the direction of Noble 
Roy Harlow. 

At 6:45 P. M., Potentate Clarence 
J. McKenzie again called Aleppo Temple 
to order for the purpose of holding an 
annual election of officers and to conduct 
such other business as might come before 
the Temple. 

Past Potentate Fred E. Bolton sub- 
mitted to the Temple two resolutions in 
reference to representation of Temples 
at the Imperial Council sessions, which 
were put to a motion and unanimously 
carried, following which Potentate Mc- 
Kenzie appointed a Budget Committee 
in accordance with a motion carried at 
a previous meeting. 


Assistant Recorder Harvey B. Leggee 
then offered a motion which was duly 
seconded and unanimously carried, elect- 
ing Noble Harry Einstein, better known 
as Nick Parkyakarkus, of radio and 
movie fame, and Noble Alfred H. Moe, 
Recorder of Aad Temple of Duluth, 
Minnesota, to Honorary Membership in 
Aleppo. 

The Potentate next introduced to the 
assemblage a very distinguished group 
of. Nobles, including: Noble Claude L. 
Allen, Grand Master of Masons in Massa- 
chusetts; Noble Melvin M. Johnson, Most 
Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander 
of the Supreme Council, Ancient Ac- 


cepted Scottish Rite; Noble Harold W. 
Sprague, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island; Noble Ralph Lowe, Jr., 
Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter, 
and Illustrious Noble Clarence M. Dun- 
bar, Past Imperial Potentate of the 
Imperial Council.

They were immedi- 
ately installed into office by Past Poten- 
tate and Recorder, Walter W. Morrison. 
Noble Morrison then presented Junior 
Past Potentate McKenzie with a Past 
Potentate’s jewel and Shrine ring.
